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PREFACE 


Numismatic  Literature  is  a  semiannual  survey  of  current  publications 
in  or  related  to  numismatics,  with  abstracts  of  their  contents.  Beginning 
with  NL  No.  79,  bibliographic  information  and  abstracts  have  been  sub¬ 
mitted  by  an  international  board  of  contributing  editors,  each  of  whom 
collects  material  published  in  his  country.  The  contents  and  quality  of 
NL  reflect  the  participation  of  this  editorial  board  and  of  individual 
scholars,  whose  cooperation  can  create  a  truly  comprehensive  bibliographic 
tool. 

The  changes  in  format  instituted  in  the  preceding  issue  of  NL  have  been 
maintained.  For  the  convenience  of  the  reader,  they  are  summarized 
below.  Two  changes  mentioned  below  are  new  in  this  issue.  They  are  the 
inclusion  of  a  subject  index  and  the  abbreviation  of  periodical  titles. 

1.  Section  titles 

a.  A  new  section,  Technology  and  Methodology,  follows  General.  It 
includes  notices  of  works  in  which  recently  developed  techniques 
for  numismatic  study  are  described  or  significantly  applied. 

b.  The  Ancient  section  has  been  discontinued.  The  Greek  section  now 
correlates  with  the  broad  definition  of  Head’s  Historia  Numorum. 

c.  Islamic  and  Sasanian  material  now  falls  under  the  larger  heading. 
Near  and  Middle  East. 

d.  The  section  previously  called  European,  covering  mediaeval  and 
modem  times,  has  been  divided  into  two  parts:  Western  and 
Central  Europe  (including  Austria,  the  Benelux  countries,  France, 
Germany,  the  Iberian  peninsula,  Italy,  Scandinavia  and  Switzer¬ 
land)  ;  Eastern  Europe  and  the  Balkans. 

2.  Pagination  and  Numbering  of  Abstracts 

Each  issue  of  NL  is  now  paged  separately,  rather  than  consecutively 
within  a  biennial  volume.  In  addition,  each  abstract  in  the  issue  is 
numbered  consecutively.  An  abstract  can  now  be  identified  by  the 
issue  number  together  with  the  abstract  number,  for  example,  82-1. 

3.  Cross  references 

Numbered  cross  references  to  abstracts  with  related  material  can  be 
found  at  the  end  of  each  section. 

4.  Indexes 

Each  issue  will  henceforth  be  indexed.  Author  and  subject  indexes 
have  been  compiled  for  this  issue.  The  author  index  does  not  include 
references  to  the  reviews,  which  are  themselves  alphabetically  ar¬ 
ranged  by  author.

5.  Hoard  list 

The  hoard  list  is  a  separate  index  of  publications  describing  coin 
hoards. 

6.  Abbreviation  of  periodical  titles 

The  names  of  periodical  publications  are  now  abbreviated.  A  list  of 
abbreviations  precedes  the  abstracts.  In  this  issue,  the  list  includes 
only  those  periodicals  which  are  here  abstracted.  However,  in  each 
future  issue  the  list  will  be  cumulative.  In  this  way,  the  list  should 
ultimately  become  a  record  of  the  many  periodical  publications,  in 
many  fields,  in  which  numismatic  material  appears,  and  a  convenient 
compilation  of  abbreviations  for  scholars. 

Comments  and  suggestions  for  improvement  are  welcome,  and  may  be 
addressed  to  the  International  Editor  at  the  American  Numismatic  Society. 
The  Editor  thanks  all  those  who  contributed  to  past  issues  of  NL  and 
hopes  this  participation  will  continue  to  increase.

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GUIDE  FOR  ABSTRACTORS 


Entries  in  Numismatic  Literature  generally  consist  of  two  parts,  the  biblio¬ 
graphic  information  and  the  abstract. 

Bibliographic  Information 

All  entries  must  include  the  following  information: 

1.  The  full  name(s)  of  the  author(s) 

2.  The  title  of  the  publication  in  the  original  language,  but  in  the 
Roman  alphabet.  If  the  publication  is  not  written  in  English, 
French,  German  or  Italian,  the  original  title  should  be  followed  by 
a  translation  into  one  of  these  languages. 

If  the  publication  is  an  article  in  a  journal,  the  following  information 
must  also  be  given : 

3.  Volume  and/or  issue  number 

4.  Date  of  the  journal 

5.  Date  of  publication,  if  it  is  different  from  the  date  of  the  journal 

6.  Page  numbers  on  which  the  article  appears 

7.  Number  of  plates  or  other  illustrations,  maps,  diagrams,  etc. 


If  the  publication  is  an  article  in  a  book  of  collected  works,  such  as  a 
Festschrift  or  proceedings  of  a  congress,  the  following  information  must 
also  be  given : 

3.  Complete  title  of  the  collection 
)  4.  Place  of  publication  and  name  of  the  publisher 

5.  Date  of  publication 

6.  Page  numbers  on  which  the  article  appears 

7.  Number  of  plates  or  other  illustrations,  maps,  diagrams,  etc. 

If  the  publication  is  a  book,  the  following  information  must  also  be  given : 

3.  Edition  number  and  editor's  name,  if  any 

4.  Place  of  publication  and  name  of  the  publisher 

5.  Date  of  publication 

6.  Total  number  of  pages 

7.  Number  of  plates  or  other  illustrations,  maps,  diagrams,  etc. 

If  the  content  of  the  publication  is  general  in  nature  and  does  not 
)  include  specific  information  or  arguments  which  should  be  brought  to 
the  reader’s  attention,  and  the  title  is  fully  descriptive  of  the  contents,  the 
bibliographic  information  alone  may  be  given  and  the  abstract  omitted. 
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GUIDE  FOR  ABSTRACTORS 


The  Abstract 

Definition.  An  abstract  is  a  concise,  objective  summary  or  description 
of  the  content  of  a  publication.  It  is  different  from  a  review  in  that  an 
abstract  does  not  offer  critical  comment  or  additions  to  the  original  work. 
Length.  Abstracts  may  be  from  about  50  to  200  words  in  length,  de¬ 
pending  upon  the  importance  or  complexity  of  the  publication.  A  long 
abstract  may  be  desirable  when  the  original  publication  is  not  readily 
available,  or  is  written  in  a  language  most  readers  are  not  likely  to 
know. 

Style  and  Language.  Abstracts  should  be  written  in  complete  sentences. 
They  may  be  submitted  in  English,  French,  German  or  Italian,  but 
will  be  published  in  English.  All  abstracts  must  include  the  typewritten, 
full  name  of  the  abstractor.

274-284,  and  that  the  “mints”  were  all  suppressed 
before  Carausius;  minims  were  struck  prolifically  during  Probus’  last  years 
and  probably  for  a  while  after  his  death.  This  hoard  also  contains  evidence 
for  the  activity  of  “mints”  not  very  far  from  its  find-spot.

They  range  from  the  2nd  half  of  the  1st  century  to  the  2nd  half  of  the 
4th  century.  This  number  includes  six  barbarized  specimens,  one  of  Caligula 
(RIC  Vol.  1  p.  1 17  Nos.  30-32)  and  five  radiate  imitations  of  the  late  3rd 
century.

This  number  includes  specimens  of  several  Gallic 
emperors  as  well  as  53  barbarized  imitations  (Gallienus  to  Tetricus  I  and  II). 
A  comparison  with  similar  hoards  found  in  France  and  Belgium  makes  it 
highly  probable  that  this  hoard  was  not  concealed  under  the  reign  of  Aurelian, 
but  rather  under  the  reign  of  Probus  (276-282).  Economic  considerations 
seem  to  support  this  suggestion.

Most  of 
them  have  an  insignia,  a  star,  badge,  broad  ribbon,  collar  and  mantle.  In 
addition,  most  have  authorized  a  miniature,  a  rosette  and  a  ribbon  for  supple¬ 
mental  wear.  The  decorations  were  all  instituted  in  1962  and  1963.  Six  are 
specifically  limited  to  army  service,  one  to  the  police,  and  three  are  for  meri¬ 
torious  service  without  service  limitation.  The  medals  were  instituted  between 
1923  and  1966.  Each  decoration  and  medal  consists  of  a  ribbon  and  disc;  most 
have  miniatures,  ribbons  and  bars  for  adjunct  wrear.  An  order  of  precedence 
is  given  based  upon  the  current  system  which  was  reorganized  in  1956  under 
the  direction  of  His  Majesty,  King  Mahendra.

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PREFACE 


Numismatic  Literature  is  a  semiannual  survey  of  current  publications 
in  or  related  to  numismatics,  with  abstracts  of  their  contents.  Beginning 
with  NL  No.  79  (December  1967),  bibliographic  information  and  abstracts 
have  been  submitted  by  an  international  board  of  contributing  editors, 
each  of  whom  collects  material  published  in  his  country.  The  contents 
and  quality  of  NL  reflect  the  participation  of  this  editorial  board  and  of 
individual  scholars,  whose  cooperation  can  create  a  truly  comprehensive 
bibliographic  tool. 

The  revisions  in  format  introduced  in  NL  81  and  82  have  been  maintain¬ 
ed,  to  enable  each  reader  to  find  and  use  material  in  his  own  field  more 
easily,  while  benefitting  from  work  published  in  peripheral  fields.  Each 
issue  of  NL  is  now  paged  separately  rather  than  consecutively  within  a 
biennial  volume.  Abstracts  are  numbered  consecutively  within  each  issue, 
and  an  abstract  can  therefore  be  identified  by  the  issue  number  together 
with  the  abstract  number,  for  example,  83-1.  Most  entries  are  grouped 
under  broad  cultural,  geographical  or  typological  sections.  In  addition,  the 
section  Technology  and  Methodology  lists  works  in  which  recently  de¬ 
veloped  techniques  for  numismatic  study  are  described  or  significantly 
applied.  The  Greek  section  correlates  with  the  broad  definition  of  Head’s 
Historia  Numorum.  At  the  end  of  each  section  is  a  list  of  numbered  cross 
references  to  abstracts  with  related  material  in  other  sections.  K 

Author  and  subject  indexes  are  published  at  the  back  of  each  issue.  The 
author  index  does  not  include  references  to  the  reviews,  which  are  them¬ 
selves  alphabetically  arranged  by  author.  The  hoard  list,  which  precedes 
the  subject  index,  is  a  separate  list  of  abstracts  in  which  reference  is  made 
to  coin  hoards. 

Periodical  titles  are  abbreviated  whenever  possible.  The  list  of  periodical 
title  abbreviations  in  each  issue  is  cumulative,  including  not  only  periodicals 
abstracted  in  that  issue,  but  in  preceding  issues  as  well.  In  this  way,  the 
list  should  ultimately  become  a  record  of  the  many  periodical  publications, 
in  many  fields,  in  which  numismatic  material  appears,  and  a  convenient 
compilation  of  abbreviations  for  scholars.  ► 

The  format  of  the  present  issue  is  new  in  only  one  respect.  Publications 
concerning  seals  and  engraved  gems  are  no  longer  listed  in  a  separate 
section,  but  are  integrated  with  other  numismatic  subjects  in  the  pertinent 
cultural  or  geographical  sections.  Readers  who  wish  to  isolate  this  material 
can  do  so  through  the  subject  index. 

Although  NL  is  a  bibliography  of  current  publications,  an  effort  is  being 
made  in  this  issue,  and  will  be  continued  in  future  issues,  to  include 
notices  of  somewhat  older  publications  which  are  not  readily  available,  or 
are  published  in  languages  which  readers  are  not  likely  to  know,  and 
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which  were  not  discovered  until  the  institution  of  the  international  board 
of  contributing  editors. 

Comments  and  suggestions  for  improvement  are  welcome,  and  may  be 
addressed  to  the  International  Editor  at  the  American  Numismatic  Society. 
The  Editor  thanks  all  those  who  have  contributed  to  NL,  and  hopes  that 
participation  will  continue  to  grow.

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GUIDE  FOR  ABSTRACTORS 


Entries  in  Numismatic  Literature  generally  consist  of  two  parts,  the  biblio¬ 
graphic  information  and  the  abstract. 

Bibliographic  Information 

All  entries  must  include  the  following  information: 

1.  The  full  name(s)  of  the  author(s) 

2.  The  title  of  the  publication  in  the  original  language,  but  in  the 
Roman  alphabet.  If  the  publication  is  not  written  in  English, 
French,  German  or  Italian,  the  original  title  should  be  followed  by 
a  translation  into  one  of  these  languages. 

If  the  publication  is  an  article  in  a  journal,  the  following  information 
must  also  be  given : 

3.  Volume  and/or  issue  number 

4.  Date  of  the  journal 

5.  Date  of  publication,  if  it  is  different  from  the  date  of  the  journal 

6.  Page  numbers  on  which  the  article  appears 

7.  Number  of  plates  or  other  illustrations,  maps,  diagrams,  etc. 

If  the  publication  is  an  article  in  a  book  of  collected  works,  such  as  a 
Festschrift  or  proceedings  of  a  congress,  the  following  information  must 
also  be  given : 

3.  Complete  title  of  the  collection 

4.  Place  of  publication  and  name  of  the  publisher 
4.  Date  of  publication 

6.  Page  numbers  on  which  the  article  appears 

7.  Number  of  plates  or  other  illustrations,  maps,  diagrams,  etc. 

If  the  publication  is  a  book,  the  following  information  must  also  be  given : 

3.  Edition  number  and  editor’s  name,  if  any 

4.  Place  of  publication  and  name  of  the  publisher 

5.  Date  of  publication 

6.  Total  number  of  pages 

7.  Number  of  plates  or  other  illustrations,  maps,  diagrams,  etc. 

If  the  content  of  the  publication  is  general  in  nature  and  does  not 
include  specific  information  or  arguments  which  should  be  brought  to 
the  reader’s  attention,  and  the  title  is  fully  descriptive  of  the  contents,  the 
bibliographic  information  alone  may  be  given  and  the  abstract  omitted. 
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The  Abstract 

Definition.  An  abstract  is  a  concise,  objective  summary  or  description 
of  the  content  of  a  publication.  It  is  different  from  a  review  in  that  an 
abstract  does  not  offer  critical  comment  or  additions  to  the  original  work. 
Length.  Abstracts  may  be  from  about  50  to  200  words  in  length,  de¬ 
pending  upon  the  importance  or  complexity  of  the  publication.  A  long 
abstract  may  be  desirable  when  the  original  publication  is  not  readily 
available,  or  is  written  in  a  language  most  readers  are  not  likely  to 
know. 

Style  and  Language.  Abstracts  should  be  written  in  complete  sentences. 
They  may  be  submitted  in  English,  French,  German  or  Italian,  but 
will  be  published  in  English.  All  abstracts  must  include  the  typewritten, 
full  name  of  the  abstractor.

A  deposit  shows  more  or  less 
infrequent  large  additions,  all  of  one  metal.  It  also  shows  only  the  terminus 
post  quem  with  nothing  to  indicate  the  precise  time  of  deposit.  A  hoard,  how¬ 
ever,  can  generally  be  associated  with  a  historical  event  such  as  a  war.

From  the  lack  of  coins 
with  the  names  of  Clearchus,  Satyrus  and  Timotheus,  it  is  concluded  that  these 
tyrants  submitted  to  the  same  voluntary  limitations  as  Dionysius  I  and  II  of 
Syracuse,  and  the  coins  of  Heracleia  kept  up  the  appearances  of  continuing 
democracy  in  its  old  forms.  The  sons  of  Clearchus  replaced  the  ethnic  with 
their  names  written  in  full  only  on  the  representative  large  silver  denomina¬ 
tions  (staters  and  quarter-staters).  A  comprehensive  reworking  of  the  complete 
material  is  necessary,  with  regard  to  die-links,  hoards  and  excavation  finds, 
to  obtain  a  reliable  basis  for  investigating  the  coinage  of  Heracleia.

Among  their  very  varied  contents,  both  hoards  contain  large 
groups  of  Athenian  tetradrachms  but  in  the  earlier  hoard  nearly  all  are  from 
issues  minted  before  480,  whereas  in  the  later  hoard  contemporary  issues  are 
dominant.  Light  is  also  thrown  on  the  chronology  of  some  Cypriot  issues  and 
on  the  origins  of  Phoenician  coinage ;  the  earlier  hoard  included  an  unpublished 
Macedonian  octadrachm  as  well  as  an  example  of  the  very  rare  first  issue  of 
Tyre.  The  presence  here  of  a  quantity  of  local  jewelry  in  a  dated  context  is 
useful  in  a  field  in  which  such  chronological  information  is  usually  lacking.

It  is  concluded  that  the  coins,  the  major  part  struck  in 
Italian  mints,  represent  the  donatives  of  a  soldier.  The  burial  is  placed  after

As  a  result,  the 
decennial  festival  of  Nov.  20,  293,  which  the  monetary  issues  indicate,  was  that 
of  Diocletian  alone,  even  though  Maximianus  was  closely  associated  with  the 
traditional  vows  on  such  an  occasion.  Further,  papyri  and  ostraka  found  in  the 
Nile  valley  demonstrate  that  on  the  exact  date  of  Nov.  20,  303,  one  unit  was 
added  to  the  Egyptian  regnal  years  of  Maximianus,  so  that  he  might  count  at 
this  date  20  years  of  rule,  equal  to  that  of  Diocletian.  Moreover,  the  total 
documentation  (coins,  inscriptions  and  papyri)  proves  that  the  festival  celebrated 
at  Rome  on  Nov.  20,  303,  was  officially  the  vicennalia  of  Maximianus  at  the 
same  level  as  that  of  Diocletian,  an  adjustment  revealing  the  more  systematic 
organization  which  was  then  given  to  the  tetrarchic  system  of  government.

In  the  first  part  of  this  book  specimens  of  coins 
of  Isaac  II,  BMC  type  4,  are  gathered  from  the  main  museums  of  Europe  and 
the  United  States,  and  a  scheme  of  classification  based  in  the  first  instance 
on  the  grouping  of  near  duplicate  or  extremely  similar  dies  worked  out.

The  coins  of  Isaac  are  divided  into  groups  A  to  H.  In  the 
second  part  of  the  book,  the  results  gained  in  the  first  part  are  used  for  similar 
classifications  of  the  stamena  of  Manuel  I,  BMC  types  11  and  13,  i,  An- 
dronicus,  BMC  type  3,  and  Alexius  III,  BMC  type  4,  on  the  more  restricted 
basis  of  a  hoard  now  mostly  in  the  Ljubljana  Museum.  Some  of  the  groups, 
particularly  those  in  rough  style  and  of  a  reduced  weight  standard,  are  inter¬ 
preted  as  the  work  of  provincial  mints.  928  coins  from  the  hoard  are  indi¬ 
vidually  catalogued,  and  there  are  collotype  illustrations  of  about  160  coins.

The 
mints  of  Cairo,  Damascus  and  Aleppo  are  represented.  The  average  weight  of 
the  coins  is  1  gr.  (A  mold  Spaer) 

292  BULLIET,  RICHARD  W.  A  MuHazilite  Coin  of  Mahmud  of  Ghazna. 
ANSMN  No.  15  (1969)  pp.  119-129  pi.  22. 

A  unique  dirhem  in  the  ANS  collection  struck  at  the  Nishapur  mint  in  387 
a.h/a.d.  997  and  bearing  on  the  obverse  a  Qur'anic  verse  (III,  17),  not  previ¬ 
ously  attested  on  any  Muslim  coin,  is  interpreted  as  a  propaganda  piece  by 
Mahmud  of  Ghazna  at  a  time  when  he  had  to  leave  Nishapur  in  order  to  claim 
the  succession  to  his  father's  throne  at  Ghazna.  Knowing  that  the  city  would 
be  occupied  by  a  rival,  and  suspecting  that  that  rival  would  be  of  the  Slm- 
jurid  clan  which  had  ruled  earlier  in  Nishapur,  Mahmud  had  this  coin  struck 
in  order  to  formally  declare  his  support  for  the  Hanafl-Mu'tazill  religious- 
political  faction  in  the  city.  The  Slmjurids  were  known  supporters  of  the  rival 
Shafi'I-Asl^arl  faction,  and  Mahmud  wished  to  guarantee  a  base  of  support 
within  the  city  against  the  day  when  he  would  return  to  repossess  it.  (Author)

b.  Yiisuf,  by  an  *amil  named  al-Bara*  b.  Qabi$a.  The  type  is  characterized  by 

a  radial  legend.  The  coin  is  the  oldest  attested  Islamic  coin  of  Jayy.  Palaeo- 
graphic  study  shows  the  influence  of  Pahlavi  script  on  the  Kufic.  Certain 
stereotyped  traits  of  the  Arab-Sasanian  coinage  suggest  that  the  manufacture 
of  the  coins  was  centralized.  Technical  terms  used  for  the  striking  of  the  coin¬ 
age  are  discussed.

Their 
names,  their  order  of  succession  and  the  degree  of  independence  of  the  Fargha- 
nian  Samanids  are  determined.  Their  genealogical  table  is  composed.  Numis¬ 
matic  data  considerably  enriched  the  scarce  information  on  the  history  of 
Farghana  of  that  time.

The  study  of  historical  information  and  numismatic  data  reveals  that  copper 
coins  were  issued  in  two  denominations  under  the  Samanids.

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for  silver  coins.  Ibn-Faxjl&n's  text  about  "dirhems"  of  yellow  copper  is  ana¬ 
lyzed,  proving  that  by  "dirhems"  were  meant  fulus.  In  Bukhara  the  silver 
dirhem  was  equal  to  24  Bukh&rian  fulus  ‘adli  and  to  36  Samarkandian  fulQs.

(five  of  which  are  described  for  the  first  time),  the  types,  weights,  sizes  and 
legends  of  the  copper  coins,  traces  of  restriking,  countermarks  and  technical 
defects,  helped  to  establish  the  purpose  of  the  reform  and  the  fact  that  it  was 
carried  out.  The  reform  included  the  following  arrangements.  In  832  a.h./ 
a.d.  1428  further  circulation  of  the  earlier  copper  coinage  was  prohibited,  and 
the  mintage  of  the  new  coins  started.  The  type  of  the  new  coins  differed  from 
the  old,  thus  helping  to  control  the  withdrawal  of  the  older  coins  from  cir-

The  study  of  nine  hoards  of  15th-century  copper  coins  found  in  the  territory 
of  southern  Tadzhikistan  revealed  common  local  peculiarities  and  five  stages 
of  mintage  and  circulation  of  copper  coins  in  the  territory  of  Hisar.  Each  of 
these  stages  is  defined  and  described.  In  the  first  three  stages  local  mints  were 
working  sporadically,  and  the  trade  of  the  region  was  supplied  with  coins 
struck  chiefly  in  Maverannahr.  In  the  4th  and  5th  stages,  mints  began  to  work 
regularly  and  intensively,  issuing  new  coins  and  countermarking  the  old  ones. 
For  countermarking  and  the  exchange  of  copper  coins,  temporary  mints  were 
established  in  small  towns  and  populated  areas.  The  crisis  of  monetary  cir¬ 
culation  in  the  4th  stage  and  the  currency  reform  of  theHisarian  ruler  Khusrou- 
Shah  (5th  stage)  which  ended  this  crisis,  are  described.  In  907  a.h./a.d.  1501, 
Khusrou-Shah  prohibited  the  use  of  all  old  copper  coins  with  or  without  coun¬ 
termarks,  closed  the  temporary  mints  and  concentrated  the  issue  of  new  coins 
in  Hi§clr,  Tirmidh  and  Qunduz.

Samanid  copper  fulus  of  Na§r&bad  (a  town  in  the  east  of  Farghana)  issued 
from  336  a.h./a.d.  947  to  344  a.h./a.d  955  are  an  important  historical  source. 
The  legends  of  these  coins  include  four  names,  including  that  of  the  Samanid 
head  of  state,  his  high  official,  a  Turk  named  Bakr,  and  the  latter's  father's 
name,  Malik.  A  study  of  the  position  of  the  names  in  the  inscription  resulted 
in  the  conclusion  that  the  town  Na^rabad  was  granted  to  Bakr  b.  Malik  for 
his  services.  He  and  his  father  issued  copper  coins  in  their  own  names  and  the 
name  of  the  Samanid  head  of  state  was  mentioned  only  honorifically.  Malik, 
Bakr's  father,  later  displayed  an  excess  of  independence  and  the  town  was 
taken  from  him.

There  are  coins  of  the  Seleucids,  the  Greek  Kings 
of  Bactria  and  India,  the  Sakas,  the  Pahlavas,  the  Arsacids,  the  Sasanids  and 
the  Umayyad  governors,  of  Tabaristan,  Bukhara,  Sogdiana,  Kushan,  of  the

About  half  the  book  deals  with  the  refining  of  the  metals,  the 
production  of  dies  and  flans,  and  the  coining  procedure  itself,  providing  the 
oldest  and  most  comprehensive  treatment  of  mediaeval  Arab  numismatics.  A 
glossary  of  the  materials  and  technical  terms  is  in  preparation.

This  was  the  age  of  Ler- 
oux,  Breton,  Courteau  and  McLachlan.  Numismatics  suffered  from  the  effects 
of  the  war  and  the  depression,  but  began  to  revive  after  1935.  After  World 
War  II  the  revival  developed  into  a  boom.  Clubs  sprang  up  everywhere,  and 
in  1950  the  Canadian  Numismatic  Association  was  founded.  In  this  period  the 
decimal  coinages  came  into  their  own.  Since  i960,  Canadian  numismatics  has 
undergone  a  speculative  phase,  and  is  now  entering  a  period  of  diversification 
marked  by  serious  study  of  all  fields  of  numismatics.

Compound- 
plate  printing  was  a  method  of  making  relief  prints  in  several  colors,  the  colors 
all  being  printed  at  once  with  a  single  pull  of  the  press.  Congreve's  plates  were 
composed  of  several  interlocking  parts  like  the  pieces  of  a  jigsaw  puzzle.  To 
print  a  plate  the  parts  were  separated,  inked  in  their  different  colors,  fitted 
together  again  and  printed  as  a  single  plate.  The  colors  registered  with  a 
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precision  that  could  not  be  achieved  by  other  methods.  It  was  impossible  to 
print  one  color  over  another.  The  precise  registration  between  adjacent  simple 
colors  gave  the  print  a  peculiar  color  and  made  it  easy  to  tell  a  true  com¬ 
pound  print.

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PREFACE 


Numismatic  Literature  is  a  semiannual  survey  of  current  publications 
in  or  related  to  numismatics,  with  abstracts  of  their  contents.  Beginning 
with  NL  No.  79  (December  1967),  bibliographic  information  and  abstracts 
have  been  submitted  by  an  international  board  of  contributing  editors, 
each  of  whom  collects  material  published  in  his  country.  The  contents 
and  quality  of  NL  reflect  the  participation  of  this  editorial  board  and  of 
individual  scholars,  whose  cooperation  can  create  a  truly  comprehensive 
bibliographic  tool. 

The  revisions  in  format  introduced  in  NL  81  to  83  have  been  maintain¬ 
ed,  to  enable  each  reader  to  find  and  use  material  in  his  own  field  more 
easily,  while  benefitting  from  work  published  in  peripheral  fields.  Each 
issue  of  NL  is  now  paged  separately  rather  than  consecutively  within  a 
biennial  volume.  Abstracts  are  numbered  consecutively  within  each  issue, 
and  an  abstract  can  therefore  be  identified  by  the  issue  number  together 
with  the  abstract  number,  for  example,  84-1.  Most  entries  are  grouped 
under  broad  cultural,  geographical  or  typological  sections.  In  addition,  the 
section  Technology  and  Methodology  lists  works  in  which  recently  de¬ 
veloped  techniques  for  numismatic  study  are  described  or  significantly 
applied.  The  Greek  section  correlates  with  the  broad  definition  of  Head’s 
Historia  Numorum.  At  the  end  of  each  section  is  a  list  of  numbered  cross 
references  to  abstracts  with  related  material  in  other  sections. 

Author  and  subject  indexes  are  published  at  the  back  of  each  issue.  The 
author  index  does  not  include  references  to  the  reviews,  which  are  them¬ 
selves  alphabetically  arranged  by  author.  The  hoard  list  is  a  separate 
list  of  abstracts  in  which  reference  is  made  to  coin  hoards. 

Periodical  titles  are  abbreviated  whenever  possible.  The  list  of  periodical 
title  abbreviations  in  each  issue  is  cumulative,  including  not  only  periodicals 
abstracted  in  that  issue,  but  in  preceding  issues  as  well.  In  this  way,  the 
list  should  ultimately  become  a  record  of  the  many  periodical  publications, 
in  many  fields,  in  which  numismatic  material  appears,  and  a  convenient 
compilation  of  abbreviations  for  scholars. 

Although  NL  is  a  bibliography  of  current  publications,  an  effort  is  being 
made  to  include  notices  of  somewhat  older  publications  which  are  not 
readily  available,  or  are  published  in  languages  which  readers  are  not 
likely  to  know,  and  which  were  not  discovered  until  the  institution  of 
the  international  board  of  contributing  editors. 

Comments  and  suggestions  for  improvement  are  welcome,  and  may  be 
addressed  to  the  International  Editor  at  the  American  Numismatic  Society. 
The  Editor  thanks  all  those  who  have  contributed  to  NL,  and  hopes  that 
participation  will  continue  to  grow.

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GUIDE  FOR  ABSTRACTORS 


Entries  in  Numismatic  Literature  generally  consist  of  two  parts,  the  biblio¬ 
graphic  information  and  the  abstract. 

Bibliographic  Information 

All  entries  must  include  the  following  information: 

1.  The  full  name(s)  of  the  author(s) 

2.  The  title  of  the  publication  in  the  original  language,  but  in  the 
Roman  alphabet.  If  the  publication  is  not  written  in  English, 
French,  German  or  Italian,  the  original  title  should  be  followed  by 
a  translation  into  one  of  these  languages. 

If  the  publication  is  an  article  in  a  journal,  the  following  information 
must  also  be  given: 

3.  Volume  and/or  issue  number 

4.  Date  of  the  journal 

5.  Date  of  publication,  if  it  is  different  from  the  date  of  the  journal 

6.  Page  numbers  on  which  the  article  appears 

7.  Number  of  plates  or  other  illustrations,  maps,  diagrams,  etc. 

If  the  publication  is  an  article  in  a  book  of  collected  works,  such  as  a 
Festschrift  or  proceedings  of  a  congress,  the  following  information  must 
also  be  given: 

3.  Complete  title  of  the  collection 

4.  Place  of  publication  and  name  of  the  publisher 
4.  Date  of  publication 

6.  Page  numbers  on  which  the  article  appears 

7.  Number  of  plates  or  other  illustrations,  maps,  diagrams,  etc. 

If  the  publication  is  a  book,  the  following  information  must  also  be  given : 

3.  Edition  number  and  editor’s  name,  if  any 

4.  Place  of  publication  and  name  of  the  publisher 

5.  Date  of  publication 

6.  Total  number  of  pages 

7.  Number  of  plates  or  other  illustrations,  maps,  diagrams,  etc. 

If  the  content  of  the  publication  is  general  in  nature  and  does  not 
include  specific  information  or  arguments  which  should  be  brought  to 
the  reader’s  attention,  and  the  title  is  fully  descriptive  of  the  contents,  the 
bibliographic  information  alone  may  be  given  and  the  abstract  omitted. 
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The  Abstract 

Definition.  An  abstract  is  a  concise,  objective  summary  or  description 
of  the  content  of  a  publication.  It  is  different  from  a  review  in  that  an 
abstract  does  not  offer  critical  comment  or  additions  to  the  original  work. 

Abstracts  may  be  from  about  50  to  200  words  in  length,  de¬ 
pending  upon  the  importance  or  complexity  of  the  publication.  A  long 
abstract  may  be  desirable  when  the  original  publication  is  not  readily 
available,  or  is  written  in  a  language  most  readers  are  not  likely  to 
know. 

Style  and  Language.  Abstracts  should  be  written  in  complete  sentences. 
They  may  be  submitted  in  English,  French,  German  or  Italian,  but 
will  be  published  in  English.  All  abstracts  must  include  the  typewritten, 
full  name  of  the  abstractor.

Minor.  Their  dating  corresponds  with  the  4th-3rd  centuries  b.c.;  the  most 
recent  coin  is  dated  to  250-225  b.c.  The  hoard  also  contained  Celtic  coins, 
imitations  of  tetradrachms  of  Alexander  and  Philip.

Sejanus,  prefect  of  the  praetorian  guard,  was  mentioned  on  coins  of  Bilbilis 
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(Spain)  during  his  consulship  in  a.d.  31.  After  Sejanus'  condemnation  to  death

There  is  also  a  con¬ 
siderable  difference  in  the  gold  content  of  the  flans  and  in  the  quality  of 
workmanship.  The  head  is  very  different  from  those  usual  on  Celtic  coins,  in 
that  the  nose  and  cheekbones  are  sharply  defined.  The  average  weight  is  a  gram 
too  high.  The  border  also  is  often  missing,  a  circumstance  never  observed  on 
Celtic  coins.

Amisus  shows  an  older  man  who  is  probably  his  father  Mithradates  V  Euer- 
getes;  the  fabric  of  the  coins  is  different  also.  Eupator's  types  seem  to  stress 
the  Iranian  nature  of  the  monarchy,  a  phenomenon  also  observable  in  Parthia 
and  Cappadocia,  which  may  indicate  a  withdrawal  from  the  Hellenistic  frame¬ 
work  or  amalgamation  of  Greek  and  eastern  components  in  opposition  to  the 
power  of  Rome.  Earlier  than  Eupator  there  is  another  type  from  Amisus  and 
Sinope  with  obv.:  woman's  head  in  wolf  helmet;  rev.:  Nike  with  wreath  and 
palm,  or  standing  Heracles.  It  is  suggested  that  these  coins  are  wrongly  as¬ 
signed  to  Eupator;  they  are  instead  assigned  to  Mithradates  IV  Philopator 
Philadelphus.  These  are  probably  the  first  autonomous  coins  of  the  two  cities,

Probably 
all  available  dies  were  used  for  a  large  issue  near  the  beginning  of  March  44.

Remarks  on  that  Issue.  BNJ  Vol.  36  (1967)  pp.  106-113  pi.  15. 

An  undated  contract  between  Henry  IV  and  Richard  Gamer,  master  worker 
at  the  London  and  Calais  mints,  provided  that  48  rather  than  45  gold  nobles 
should  be  made  from  a  pound  (meaning  a  new  noble  weight  of  112  l/2  grains). 
Gamer  took  the  post  in  1409.  There  is  a  gap  in  mint  accounts  from  Michaelmas 
1408  to  November  1411  when  an  indenture  reduced  the  weight  of  the  noble 
again,  to  108  grains.  The  gap  is  the  only  one  between  Edward's  introduction 
of  gold  coinage  and  the  late  reign  of  Henry  VI ;  it  may  be  connected  with  the 
undated  indenture,  which  was  not  enrolled  in  the  usual  way.  A  new  variety  of 
Henry  IV’s  heavy  London  noble  has  been  found  in  excavations  there  and 
presented  to  the  Guildhall  Museum.  It  is  a  mule  between  types  lb  and  II  in 
the  classification  set  out  in  BNJ  Vol.  24  (1941-1944)  pp.  22-27  and  it  is  a 
previously  unrecorded  variety.  Its  weight,  117.5  grains,  suggests  that  it  was 
lost  before  Easter,  1412,  when  the  108  grain  noble  was  first  circulated,  since 
thereafter  a  heavy  coin  would  have  been  melted  down.  A  list  of  specimens  of 
the  heavy  gold  coinage  of  Henry  IV  is  provided.  (Janet  S.  Loengard) 

379  BLUNT,  C.  E.  and  DOLLEY,  MICHAEL.  On  an  Alleged  Penny  of 
Ludica,  King  of  Mercia,  825-7.  BNJ  Vol.  36  (1967)  pp.  29-31. 

The  provenance  of  a  coin  in  the  Glasgow  Art  Gallery  and  Museum,  allegedly 
one  of  the  few  surviving  coins  of  Ludica,  cannot  be  traced.  On  its  merits. 
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the  coin  appears  to  be  a  modern  fabrication.  The  names  of  the  moneyer  and 
the  king  are  blundered  and  the  form  of  the  letters  is  significantly  different 
from  that  of  a  known  specimen  of  Ludica's  coinage  by  the  same  moneyer.

380  BRAND,  JOHN  D.  and  JONES,  F.  ELMORE.  The  Emergency 
Mint  of  Wilton  in  1180.  BNJ  Vol.  35  (1966)  pp.  116-119  pi.  15. 

Extant  coins  show  that  a  mint  existed  at  Wilton  at  the  time  of  the  recoin¬ 
age  of  1180,  although  Wilton  was  not  an  exchange  town.  Perhaps  because  of 
the  severe  fire  at  Winchester  in  July  1180,  which  destroyed  the  mint  there, 
together  with  the  great  demand  for  the  new  coinage,  Wilton's  proximity  to 
Winchester  and  the  existence  of  a  mint  at  Wilton  earlier  in  the  reign,  two 
moneyers  of  Winchester  began  operating  temporarily  at  Wilton.  The  two 
Wilton  moneyers  in  question  have  the  same  names  as  two  of  the  known 
Winchester  moneyers.  Moreover,  the  same  obverse  dies  were  used  at  both 
mints  and  there  exists  a  reverse  Winchester  die  which  has  been  altered  from 
WIN  to  WIL.  The  Wilton  mint  itself  must  have  operated  for  a  short  time; 
coins  with  a  Wilton  mint  signature  are  rare  and  of  only  two  classes.

381  BYDE,  A.  A  Note  on  the  Moneyer  Bvr(r)ed  of  Southwark  and  Lon¬ 
don  Mints.  BNJ  Vol.  36  (1967)  pp.  191-192  pi.  14. 

A  coin  of  Edward  the  Confessor  by  Bvrred  of  Southwark,  in  the  Stockholm 
Museum,  is  here  published,  together  with  a  list  of  other  coins  by  the  same 
moneyer  dating  from  the  reigns  of  Harthacnut  and  Edward  the  Confessor. 
Bvred  or  Bvrred  is  associated  with  all  main  types  from  the  arm  and  scepter 
type  of  Harthacnut  to  the  expanding  cross  of  Edward,  excepting  only  the 
trefoil  quadrilateral  type.  He  seems  to  have  transferred  from  the  Southwark 
to  the  London  mint  during  the  issue  of  Edward’s  radiate  type  coin.

(Dec.  1969)  pp.  425-428. 

The  emergence  of  the  Bank  of  England  in  1694,  and  its  gradual  establish¬ 
ment  as  moral  and  actual  leader  of  the  financial  community  are  traced,  to¬ 
gether  with  the  role  of  the  government  in  its  activity  (e.g.  monopoly,  privilege 
of  note  issue,  and  legal  tender  gold  coin).  Its  present  day  position  and  func¬ 
tions  are  examined.

383  DOLLEY,  MICHAEL.  Elizabethan  Bungal(l)  —  A  Contribution  to 
Anglo-Irish  Lexicography.  BNJ  Vol.  36  (1967)  pp.  118-121. 

When  Elizabeth  I  issued  virtually  sterling  silver  shillings  and  groats  Irish  in 
1561,  quantities  of  base  money  appeared  in  Ireland,  where  pieces  known  as 
bungal(l)s  passed  for  sixpence  and  pieces  known  as  broads  for  a  shilling, 
although  they  were  soon  drastically  devalued.  Evidence  shows  that  the  bungal(l) 
can  be  provisionally  identified  with  the  very  basest  of  Edward  Vi's  English 
tcstoons  while  the  broad  was  probably  the  late  testoon  of  Henry  VIII  and 
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that  coined  by  Edward  VI  in  Henry's  name.  As  for  the  Irish  term  bungal(l), 
it  is  the  early  modem  Irish  *bonn  geal  meaning  “white  coin"  or  “white 
groat."  The  term  white  groat  was  in  fact  in  common  use  among  the  English 
in  Ireland  in  the  last  years  of  the  16th  century  and  in  the  17th;  the  coin  it 
referred  to  was  undoubtedly  the  base  harp  groat  of  Philip  and  Mary  and  of 
Elizabeth's  first  years.  It  is  possible  and  likely  that  the  name  *bonn  geal 
should  have  been  given  by  the  Irish  to  both  the  Philip  and  Mary  harp  groat 
and  the  earlier  shilling  of  Edward  VI.  (Janet  S.  Loengard) 

384  DOLLEY,  MICHAEL.  A  Fourth  Find  of  Ninth-Century  Coins  from 
Ireland?  BNJ  Vol.  36  (1967)  pp.  32-35. 

Very  few  Viking  Age  coin  hoards  from  Ireland  can  be  shown  to  have  been 
deposited  before  a.d.  900.  A  group  of  six  coins  of  Burgred,  Aethelred  I  and 
Alfred  is  in  the  National  Museum  of  Ireland.  None  of  these  coins  was  likely 
to  have  been  struck  after  874,  and  the  date  of  the  hoard  can  be  put  at  ca.  875. 
The  coins  may  be  all  or  part  of  an  unrecorded  find  from  Ireland.

386  DOLLEY,  MICHAEL.  OE  *Christ&egn  —  An  Unsuspected  Instance 
of  Early  Middle  Irish  Influence  on  English  Name-Giving.  BNJ  Vol.  36 
(1967)  pp.  40-45  pi.  2. 

A  small  group  of  pennies  struck  for  Aethelstan,  Edmund,  Edred  and  Edgar, 
whose  reigns  run  from  924  to  975,  carry  the  name  of  the  moneyer  as  *Christ5- 
egn.  The  note  suggests  that  the  old  English  personal  name,  known  only  from 
coins,  is  probably  an  English  version  of  the  Middle  Irish  name  Gillacrfst.  The 
Hiberno-Norse  influx  into  northern  England  in  the  1st  half  of  the  10th  cen¬ 
tury  may  be  reflected  in  the  names  of  moneyers  of  the  period  and  indeed 
well  into  the  11th  century,  as  names  of  other  moneyers  show,  e.g.  Beolan, 
Crinan,  Dubucan  and  Eltan.  But  the  name  *Christdegn  was  apparently  not 
widely  used  and  seems  to  involve  only  two  individuals,  possibly  grandfather 
and  grandson;  the  first  of  the  name  was  probably  a  Hibemo-Norseman,  not 
bom  in  England.

387  DOLLEY,  MICHAEL.  A  Rediscovered  "New”  Moneyer  for  Eadgar. 
BNJ  Vol.  36  (1967)  p.  191  pi.  15. 

The  3rd  edition  of  Ruding's  Annals  of  the  Coinage  gives  the  name  Etfem  as 
a  moneyer  during  the  reign  of  Edgar,  but  the  name  has  not  been  included  in 
other,  later  works  and  Etfem  coins  are  not  shown  in  fascicles  of  the  Sylloge  of 
Coins  of  the  British  Isles .  Nevertheless,  at  least  one  coin  by  Etfer(n)  does 
exist;  it  is  in  the  collection  of  the  National  Museum  of  Ireland.  The  pattern 
of  stops  in  the  obverse  legend  is  exactly  matched  by  that  recorded  for  BMC 
Anglo-Saxon  Vol.  2  p.  180  No.  100,  a  penny  of  the  same  type  by  the  moneyer 
Hereman ;  there  is,  however,  no  die  link.  Etfer(n)  should  be  reinstated  among 
the  Edgar  two  line  moneyers.  (Janet  S.  Loengard)

389  DOLLEY,  MICHAEL.  An  Unpublished  Find  of  Early  Thirteenth- 
Century  Pennies.  BNJ  Vol.  36  (1967)  pp.  193-195. 

A  parcel  of  26  short-cross  pennies  and  two  cut  halfpence  of  King  John  was 
found  during  excavations  following  demolition  of  a  building  in  London  in 
1878.  The  coins  are  of  Lawrence  classes  Vb  and  Vc,  and,  since  class  VI  is  not 
represented,  the  date  1209  is  suggested  for  deposit  of  the  hoard.  The  coins  are 
apparently  the  whole  of  a  previously  unpublished  find.  Two  other  coin  hoards 
of  the  reign  of  John  are  also  discussed.  (Janet  S.  Loengard) 

390  DOLLEY,  MICHAEL  and  BLUNT,  C.  E.  A  Parcel  of  Reform- 
Tvpe  Pence  of  Eadgar  and  his  Successors.  BNJ  Vol.  36  (1967)  pp.  55-

The  large  number  of  Lincoln,  Stamford  and  York  coins  of  Edgar,  Edward  the 
Martyr  and  the  first  issue  of  Aethelred  II  in  English  collections  have  caused 
many  to  believe  that  a  major  discovery  of  reform  type  pennies  of  these  kings 
must  have  taken  place  somewhere  in  northeastern  England  ca.  1750.  Evidence 
in  support  of  that  theory  is  given,  including  a  parcel  of  13  coins  sold  in  1966 
which  probably  represents  part  of  the  same  18th-century  hoard.

391  DOLLEY,  MICHAEL;  BLUNT,  C.  E.  and  MEER,  GAY  van  der. 
The  Anglo-Saxon  Element  in  the  1967  Burge  Hoard  from  Lummelunda 
Parish,  Gotland.  BNJ  Vol.  36  (1967)  pp.  81-85  illus. 

In  August  1967,  a  hoard  of  about  2750  silver  coins,  and  also  silver  ingots  and 
ornaments,  was  discovered  at  Burge  in  Gotland.  It  includes  126  English  and 
three  Hibemo-Norse  coins.  One  of  the  latter  is  a  penny  of  the  1090's,  one  of  the 
latest  such  coins  ever  found  outside  Ireland.  The  English  pieces  are  87  Anglo- 
Saxon  and  39  Anglo-Norman  coins.  The  Anglo-Saxon  coins  include  specimens 
from  the  reigns  of  Aethelred  II,  Canute,  Harthacnut,  Harold  I,  Harthacnut 
(Rest.)  and  Edward  the  Confessor.  The  probable  date  of  concealment  of  the 
hoard  is  in  the  2nd  half  of  the  12th  century,  based  on  the  evidence  of  German 
coins  found  in  it;  that  is,  almost  200  years  after  the  earliest  English  coins 
found  in  it  were  minted.  (Janet  5.  Loengard) 

392  DOLLEY,  MICHAEL  and  GALLAGHER,  COLM.  Four  Notes  on 
Unpublished  Irish  Finds  of  the  Sixteenth  and  Seventeenth  Centuries. 
NC  Ser.  7  Vol.  9  (1969)  pp.  219-223. 

A  find  of  15  Anglo-Irish,  English  and  Burgundian  silver  coins  from  the  last 
quarter  of  the  15th  and  the  1st  quarter  of  the  16th  centuries  is  described  by 
Dolley.  An  association  is  suggested  with  disturbances  in  Co.  Leitrim  in  or 
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shortly  after  1530.  Both  authors  describe  two  slightly  smaller  parcels  of  Anglo- 
Irish  and  English  coins,  one  also  from  Co.  Leitrim  and  the  other  of  uncertain 
provenance.  Both  consist  only  of  coins  of  Henry  VIII,  and  would  seem  to  have 
been  concealed  in  the  1540’s.  A  somewhat  larger  hoard  from  Co.  Mayo,  com¬ 
posed  of  Anglo-Irish  and  English  coins  of  Henry  VIII  and  of  English  coins  of 
Elizabeth  I  is  also  published ;  it  can  be  dated  to  the  early  1590’s.  A  Co.  Galway 
bank  find  from  the  lower  Shannon,  composed  entirely  of  English  coins  of  the 
later  16th  and  early  17th  centuries,  which  appears  to  have  been  concealed 
shortly  after  the  outbreak  of  the  Eleven  Years  War,  is  recorded.  All  the  coins 
in  the  five  parcels  are  in  the  National  Museum  of  Ireland.  (Authors) 

393  DOLLEY,  MICHAEL;  LUNDSTROM,  LILLEMOR  and  MEER, 
GAY  van  der.  A  Preliminary  Account  of  the  Anglo-Saxon  Element  in 
the  1966  Find  from  Tingstade  Parish  on  Gotland.  BNJ  Vol.  36  (1967) 
pp.  62-80  pis.  8-9. 

The  Anglo-Saxon  element  in  a  Viking  Age  coin  hoard  discovered  in  1966  on 
the  island  of  Gotland  is  considered.  777  of  the  coins  are  English,  ranging  from 
two  pieces  of  Edgar's  reform  currency  through  a  jewel  cross  piece  of  Harold  I. 
The  majority  of  pieces  found  are  from  the  reign  of  Aethelred  II.

A  mule  is  published  which  indicates  that  the  radiate/small  cross  type  coin 
of  Edward  the  Confessor  immediately  follows  the  Pacx  type,  which  in  turn  can 
be  shown  on  hoard  evidence  to  be  the  first  substantive  type  of  Edward's  reign. 
The  place  of  later  types  issued  during  the  reign  is  given  on  the  evidence  of 
other  mules  and  overstrikes.

395  DOLLEY,  MICHAEL  and  SEABY,  W.  A.  “ Le  Money  del  Oraylly” 
(O'Reilly's  Money).  BNJ  Vol.  36  (1967)  pp.  114-117  pi.  14. 

An  Anglo-Irish  parliament  at  Trim  in  1447  legislated  against  coin  clipping,  the 
use  of  gold  mounted  harness  and  the  use  of  “the  money  of  Oraylly  or  any 
other  unlawful  money"  (le  money  del  Oraylly  or  argent  irrois  appelle  Raillyes). 
There  is  probably  a  connection  between  the  clipping  of  coin  so  widespread  at  the 
time  and  the  money  del  Oraylly.  Evidence  suggests  that  the  O'Reilly  money 
may  be  identified  as  plated  copies  of  clipped  English  groats  of  the  last  half  of 
the  14th  and  1st  half  of  the  15th  centuries,  possibly  even  made  from  the  clip¬ 
pings.

The  Ulster  Museum  has  acquired  part  of  a  coin  collection  begun  in  the  late 
18th  century  by  the  Rev.  Snowden  Cuppels  (1750-1835),  Rectorof  Lisburn  and 
Vicar-General  of  the  diocese  of  Down.  The  collection  was  continued  for  a  short 
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time  by  his  children,  but  the  latest  coin  in  it  dates  from  1842.  The  family  did 
not  publish  notes  on  the  provenance  of  the  coins,  but  details  of  the  date  and 
place  of  discovery  of  coins  were  written  on  their  paper  wrappers.  Coins  from 
the  collection  are  discussed  in  three  categories:  hoards,  where  find  spot  and 
discovery  date  are  known;  groups  presumably  from  a  hoard  but  without 
provenance;  and  single  finds.

No  Irish  version  of  the  statute  is  extant.  It  is  suspected,  and  the  opinion  is 
confirmed  by  hoard  evidence  and  by  this  edict,  that  Scottish  coins  had  reached 
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Ireland  in  quantity  and  even  that  a  good  proportion  of  the  money  circulating 
in  the  districts  over  which  the  archbishop  had  jurisdiction  was  Scottish;  thus  it 
was  essential  that  the  coins  be  assigned  an  agreed  value  and  the  obvious  value 
would  be  identical  with  that  proclaimed  in  England.  ( Janet  S .

411  LESSEN,  MARVIN.  A  Summary  of  the  Cromwell  Coinage.  BN J 
Vol.  35  (1966)  pp.  163-172  charts. 

In  1656,  Blondeau  was  ordered  to  coin  silver  bullion  and  some  gold;  dies  were 
to  be  engraved  by  Thomas  Simon.  In  1657  the  gold  broad  and  silver  half- 
crown  were  struck,  and  in  1658  some  crowns,  half-crowns,  shillings  and  six¬ 
pence  were  struck  but  not  issued  for  general  circulation.  Simon  apparently 
made  dies  for  the  broad,  crown,  half-crown  of  both  issues,  shilling  and  six¬ 
pence.  He  died  in  1665.  His  equipment  reached  the  Low  Countries,  where  new 
dies  were  prepared  using  his  punches  for  the  half-broad,  crown,  shilling  and 
sixpence.  The  punches  and  dies  were  later  returned  to  England  and  in  1738  new 
dies  were  prepared  by  John  Tanner.  The  coinage  is  catalogued,  and  the  re¬ 
lationships  between  punches,  dies  and  coins  shown  on  a  chart.

412  [LEWIS,  G.  D.]  The  Coins  from  the  Excavations  at  Rockeley  Smith¬ 
ies,  a  Water-powered  Bloomery  of  the  Sixteenth  and  Seventeenth  Cen¬ 
turies.

During  excavations  at  Rockeley  Smithies,  Yorkshire,  between  1964  and  1966, 
a  coin  (possibly  a  halfpenny  or  a  farthing)  of  Henry  VII  was  found  in  layer 
7A.  The  coin  was  minted  at  York  by  Archbishop  Savage  during  the  period

413  LYON,  C.  S.  S.  The  Significance  of  the  Sack  of  Oxford  in  1009/1010 
for  the  Chronology  of  the  Coinage  of  Aethelred  II.  BNJ  Vol.  35  (1966) 
pp.  34-37  illus. 

Recent  research  shows  that  designs  of  silver  pennies  were  changed  at  roughly 
six-year  intervals  during  the  reigns  of  Aethelred  II  and  Canute,  a  custom 
possibly  stemming  from  a  recoinage  during  Edgar's  reign,  ca.  973.  Accepting 
the  six-year  span,  Aethelred  II’s  last  issue  should  have  been  introduced  in 
1009.  Weights  of  these  pennies  vary  from  mint  to  mint  and  time  to  time.  Dies 
of  the  coinage  also  vary  as  to  style  of  cutting,  and  variations  have  regional 
affinities.  Dies  were  apparently  first  cut  at  several  centers;  later  dies  for  the 
same  issue  were  cut  at  other  centers  and  modelled  on,  but  not  duplicating, 
the  earlier  dies.  Evidence  from  weight  and  die  style  shows  that  a  group  of 
18  of  Aethelred’s  last  small  cross  coins  were  struck  early  in  the  issue.  The 
reason  may  be  historical;  in  early  1010,  Oxford  was  sacked  by  the  Danes 
and  the  mint  destroyed.  Possibly  Wallingford's  mint  was  then  also  lost.  The 
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rarity  of  the  pennies  and  other  evidence  suggests  that  the  issue  had  begun 
only  shortly  before,  or  late  in  1009.  {Janet  S.  Loengard) 

414  MACK,  R.  P.  Beauworth  1833.  BN J  Vol.  36  (1967)  p.  192. 

The  correct  spelling  of  the  Hampshire  village  where  an  1833  find  of  Norman 
pennies  was  made  is  Beauworth.  Many  landmarks  associated  with  the  find 
are  gone,  but  the  ruins  of  the  church  are  still  visible;  it  was  demolished  in  the

415  MACK,  R.  P.  St.  John’s  Church,  Chester,  Hoard  of  1862.  BN  J  Vol. 
36  (1967)  pp.  36-39  pi.  1. 

A  hoard  found  during  excavations  at  St.  John's  Church,  Chester,  in  1862 
originally  contained  about  40  coins  but  was  dispersed.  17  of  the  coins  were 
illustrated  to  accompany  an  article  published  in  the  Journal  of  the  Chester 
Archaeological  and  Historical  Society  for  1864.  Recently,  the  author  acquired 
a  parcel  of  coins  from  the  find,  including  all  but  three  of  the  17  illustrated 
coins  and  one  additional  specimen.  Six  are  of  Edward  the  Elder,  six  of  St.  Peter 
of  York,  one  St.  Edmund  memorial  coinage  and  two  uncertain  coins  of  the 
time  of  Edward  the  Elder.  The  evidence  of  coin  types  indicates  that  the  date 
of  deposit  wTas  ca.  a.d.  920.  A  listing  of  the  coins  follows  the  article.

416  MACK,  R.  P.  Stephen  and  the  Anarchy,  1135-1154.  BNJ  Vol.  35 
(1966)  pp.  38-112  pis.  1-12. 

The  coinage  of  Stephen's  reign  is  summarized.  The  coinage  has  been  classified 
into  seven  main  types;  actually  several  were  not  regular  substantive  issues 
but  local  variants  of  other  types.  Type  I  (1135-1141)  includes  coins  with  the 
obverse  reading  PERERIC,  a  deliberately  meaningless  word  probably  used 
because  of  uncertainty  as  to  the  succession.  Type  2  may  have  been  issued  for 
12  years,  until  1153,  and  then  superseded  by  type  7.  Types  3,  4  and  5,  probably 
issued  between  1142  and  1153,  are  very  scarce  and  probably  local  issues.  Type  6, 
whose  dies  appear  well  engraved,  is  probably  substantive  but  some  coins  appear 
debased.  A  mule  type  6/7  suggests  that  type  6  immediately  preceded  type  7. 
There  are  coins  of  type  1  struck  from  erased  obverse  dies,  possibly  at  a  mint  in 
danger  from  the  Angevins  or  by  Angevin  moneyers.  In  addition  to  the  above, 
there  is  irregular  coinage  issued  by  unidentified  barons  and  bishops,  a  royal 
coinage  issued  at  York  when  that  mint  was  cut  off  from  London  by  the  war, 
and  a  baronial  coinage  of  York.  Finally,  David  I  of  Scotland  and  his  son 
issued  coins  at  Scottish  border  mints.  There  is  a  list  of  hoards  in  which  coins 
of  the  period  have  been  found.  {Janet  S .

(1969)  pp.  207-218. 

A  list  of  the  numbers  of  dies  supplied  to  the  London  and  Canterbury  mints 
between  a.d  1281  and  1327  has  been  prepared  from  documents  in  the  Public 
Record  Office.  Other  new  material  includes  information  on  the  dies  used  at 
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York  and  Durham  in  1300.  The  figures  enable  calculations  to  be  made  of  die 
output  and  mint  activity.  ( Ian  H .

418  MAYES,  PHILIP.  A  Seventeenth-Century  Kiln  Site  at  Potterspury, 
Northamptonshire.  Post-Medieval  Arch  Vol.  2  (1968)  p.  80. 

A  Richmond  royal  farthing  of  Charles  I,  type  1C,  found  in  a  level  contem¬ 
porary  with  kiln  1A  in  1965,  is  described.  (J .  M .  Trafiord) 

419  METCALF,  D.  M.  and  WALKER,  D.  R.  The  'Wolf'  Sceattas.  BNJ 
Vol.  36  (1967)  pp.  11-28  pi.  7. 

Tracing  the  history  of  English  coinage  ca.  675-750  requires,  as  a  first  step, 
making  up  working  lists  of  specimens.  These  must  be  studied  by  type.  The 
wolf  sceattas,  BMC  Anglo-Saxon  Vol.  1  p.  17,  types  32  and  33,  are  here  dis¬ 
cussed.  It  is  suggested  that  type  32a  is  earlier  than  33  and  that  coins  which 
appear  to  have  been  experimental  with  regard  to  variations  in  detail  are  not 
necesarily  early  in  the  sequence.  It  is  suggested  that  style  a-b  is  copied  from 
style  c-d.  Chronological  limits  for  the  sceattas  are  indicated  by  the  Garton 
grave  find,  which  includes  them,  and  the  Hallum  and  Cimiez  finds,  which  do 
not.  English  coins  in  the  latter  two  hoards  favor  a  deposit  date  in  the  early 
730's,  while  the  Garton  find  may  not  support  a  date  as  early  as  730  for  the 
introduction  of  type  32a.  There  is  a  catalogue  of  sceattas  of  types  32a,  33  and

420  MURRAY,  J.  K.  R.  The  Scottish  Coinage  of  1553.  BNJ  Vol.  37 
(1968)  pp.  98-109  illus. 

The  coinage  comprises  gold,  silver  and  billon  coins.  Each  denomination  is 
examined,  and  die  links  are  given  for  the  gold  and  silver.  Many  punches  for 
making  the  dies  were  freely  interchangeable  between  denominations  of  dif¬ 
ferent  metals,  making  the  coinage  a  closely  knit  whole.  For  this  reason,  and 
because  many  testoons  which  form  part  of  the  coinage  are  double-struck,  a 
commonly  held  belief  that  the  testoons  were  struck  separately  at  the  Paris 
mint  on  a  screw  press  is  contested.  (Author) 

421  NORTH,  J.  J.  The  Broughton  Hoard.  BNJ  Vol.  35  (1966)  pp.  120- 
127  pi.  15. 

A  hoard  of  332  silver  coins,  discovered  in  1964  at  Broughton,  Hampshire, 
consists  of  283  English  coins,  33  Scottish  sterlings,  11  Irish  coins  and  five 
Continental  sterlings;  most  of  the  English  coins  are  Edwardian  pennies.  The 
date  of  deposit  is  given  as  ca.  1290.  The  English  coins  are  from  several  mints 
of  the  period  but  there  is  an  unusually  large  number  of  farthings.

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A  hoard  of  coins  of  the  reigns  of  Alfred  and  Burgred,  found  at  Gainford  in 
county  Durham,  was  reported  in  1864.  The  coins  have  not  been  included  in 
published  lists,  however,  because  they  have  not  been  seen  since  then.  The 
coins  are  here  described;  it  is  suggested  that  the  hoard  must  have  been  de¬ 
posited  not  long  after  a.d.  870-871,  since  it  includes  a  coin  of  Burgred  in  a 
style  first  used  ca.  870  and  discarded  soon  afterwards.  The  four  Burgred  coins 
are  all  of  BMC  Anglo-Saxon  type  A;  their  unity  of  date  should  mean  that  the 
hoard  was  deposited  not  much  later  than  the  date  of  issuance  of  the  latest 
coin.

A  list  is  given  of  45  coins.  Some  were  not  included  in  the  2nd  edition  of  the 
above-titled  work,  published  in  1964;  others  were  listed  there  but  recorded  as 
untraced,  and  still  others  here  given  are  second  specimens  of  coins  recorded 
in  1964  as  only  known  examples.

425  PETERSSON,  H.  BERTIL  A.  Anglo-Saxon  Currency.  King  Edgar's 
Reform  to  the  Norman  Conquest.  (Bibliotheca  Historica  Lundensis,  22)

On  the  basis  of  the  weights  of  nearly  35,000  coins  subjected  to  modern 
statistical  methods,  the  monetary  system  of  England  from  975  (the  author's 
date  for  Edgar's  reform)  to  1066  is  examined.  It  appears  that  the  Anglo- 
Saxon  penny  was  over-valued  by  about  one-third  in  relation  to  bullion. 
Various  changes  in  the  generally  accepted  type  division  and  the  chronology 
are  suggested.

426  POWER,  PAUL.  The  History  and  Coins  of  Lambert  Simnal  and 
Perkin  Warbeck.  SCMB  No.  615  (Nov.  1969)  pp.  376-378  illus. 

Two  royal  impersonations  during  the  reign  of  Henry  VII,  one  by  Lambert  Sim¬ 
nal,  another  by  Perkin  Warbeck,  are  of  interest  to  numismatists.  Simnal, 
claiming  to  be  Duke  of  Clarence  and  the  rightful  King  of  England,  struck  some 
groats  and  pennies  before  being  defeated  by  Henry.  Warbeck,  who  unsuccessful¬ 
ly  invaded  England  four  times,  is  represented  by  a  coin  dated  1494,  minted 
by  Margaret  of  Burgundy.  (Author)

A  1952  find  includes  23  silver  coins  and  two  thimbles.  The  coins  (a  groat,  a 
threepence,  sixpence  and  shillings)  date  from  the  reigns  of  Mary  I  and  Eliza¬ 
beth  I  and  are  with  one  exception  dated  before  1578.

A  hoard  of  coins  was  discovered  on  the  island  of  Eighter  (between  Aran  and 
the  mainland  of  Ireland)  at  the  end  of  the  18th  century.  The  one  remaining 
coin  is  a  groat  of  Edward  IV  dating  from  ca.  1464-1465.  The  hoard  may  have 
resulted  from  a  shipwreck,  since  coins  probably  did  not  circulate  on  the 
island  during  the  15th  century.

A  group  of  coins  was  found  in  connection  with  the  demolition  of  a  building 
at  Ipswich;  they  are  probably  part  of  a  hoard.  The  group  includes  30  groats 
and  five  pennies  and,  with  one  exception  (a  groat  of  Edward  III),  dates  from 
the  middle  of  Henry  V's  reign  to  at  least  1457.  The  latter  date  is  indicated 
since  there  is  a  penny  issued  at  Durham  during  the  period  when  Bishop 
Lawrence  Booth  held  that  See  (1457-1462).

1691.  BNJ  Vol.  36  (1967)  pp.  169-175. 

When  James  II  arrived  in  Ireland  in  March  1689,  to  try  to  win  back  his  throne, 
gold  and  silver  had  largely  disappeared  from  circulation  and  a  token  coinage 
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in  copper  and  brass  was  set  up  temporarily.  In  June,  copper  and  brass  six¬ 
pence  and  brass  shillings  and  half-crowns  were  minted.  But  there  were  neither 
enough  skilled  engravers  nor  brass.  The  public  became  increasingly  unwilling 
to  accept  the  brass  money;  merchants  hoarded  goods  rather  than  take  it  in 
payment  and  the  French  troops  in  Ireland  demanded  gold  and  silver.  When 
William's  troops  landed  in  Ulster,  farmers  sold  goods  to  them  for  silver  rather 
than  to  James'  partisans  for  brass.  In  March  1690,  James  ordered  pewter 
pennies  and  halfpennies  coined,  then  a  pewter  crown.  When  the  Irish  were 
defeated  at  the  Battle  of  the  Boyne,  William  III  devalued  the  base  currency, 
giving  it  values  ranging  from  a  penny  to  a  farthing.  Brass  continued  to  be 
struck  at  the  Limerick  mint  until  October  1690,  but  it  was  virtually  worthless. 
The  total  amount  struck  in  the  emergency  coinages  is  estimated  at  between 
1  y2  and  2  million  pounds.  ( Janet  5.  Loengard) 

442  STEWART,  IAN  HALLEY.  The  Crosscryne  Hoard.  A  Third  Note  on 
the  Edwardian  Sterlings  Found  near  Biggar.  ProcSocAntiqScotland  Vol.

In  Vols.  95,  pp.  309-310  and  97,  pp.  251-252,  of  the  above  journal,  two  parcels 
of  sterlings  reputedly  found  near  Biggar,  Lanarkshire,  in  the  mid- 19th  cen¬ 
tury,  were  described.  The  present  note  quotes  a  contemporary  authority 
which  records  that  “a  few  years"  before  1867  "an  immense  number  of  these 
coins  were  dug  up  at  a  spot  on  the  south  side  of  Crosscryne,  about  three  miles 
from  Biggar."  This  hoard  seems  to  have  escaped  the  notice  of  modern  numis¬

The  possibility  is  discussed  that  a  group  of  eight  13th  and  early  14th-century 
sterlings  (four  of  Edward  I -III,  one  of  Alexander  III  of  Scotland,  one  of  Ed¬ 
ward  I  [Ireland],  one  Edwardian  [Aquitaine])  brought  into  the  Dumfries 
Burgh  Museum,  might  be  from  the  Borscar  (Closeburn)  hoard  of  1900.  Dis¬ 
crepancies  of  the  content  of  the  hoard  from  the  norm  lead  to  the  conclusion 
that  this  is  no  more  than  a  possibility.  (/.  M .  Tr afford) 

444  STEWART,  IAN  HALLEY.  Peterborough  and  Stamford.  SC  MB 
No.  620  (Apr.  1970)  pp.  117-120. 

Stamford  coins  of  Aethelred  II  with  annulet  on  the  reverse,  and  the  existence 
of  coins  of  Aethelred  and  Canute  struck  at  Peterborough,  indicate  that  the 
annulet  may  have  been  used  to  differentiate  coins  struck  at  Stamford  for  the 
abbot.  The  evidence  is  collected  and  discussed.  (Author)

Historical  evidence  suggests  that  Lincoln  fell  under 
English  control  before  the  arrival  of  the  Norsemen  at  York  in  a.d.  919,  al¬ 
though  the  taking  of  the  city  is  not  specifically  mentioned  in  the  Anglo-Saxon 
Chronicle.  Historical  evidence,  then,  suggests  that  the  St.  Martin  coins  should 
be  dated  prior  to  918.  However,  numismatic  evidence  strongly  indicates  that 
the  coins  were  not  issued  before  918  and  in  fact  that  a  date  no  earlier  than 
the  mid-920’s  applies  to  them.  Municipal  coinage  may  have  been  permitted 
after  the  city  fell  into  English  hands.  (Janet  S.  Loengard )

With  the  monetary  reform  of  1492  a  new  coin,  the  batzen,  was  in¬ 
troduced  and  soon  became  the  most  common  monetary  unit  between  the  Rhine 
and  the  north  of  Italy.  It  lasted  throughout  Switzerland  until  1850/1851.  A 
catalogue  of  coins  listing  44  types  from  the  15th  century  to  1528  is  given,  and 
relevant  written  documents  are  published.

In  the  following  years  double  shillings 
were  issued  by  the  city  of  Aachen.  Some  double  shillings  from  1372-1375  bear 
the  title  of  the  noble  family  of  Juncheit.  From  1402-1797  Aachen  coined  its  own 
money,  although  the  right  of  coinage  had  not  been  granted.  It  is  true  that 
several  confirmations  of  the  royal  charter  (1314)  are  known  by  which  the  city 
was  granted  the  privilege  of  controlling  the  local  circulation  of  money.  Aachen 
city  councillors'  tokens  circulated  widely  through  the  Rhineland  in  the  17th 
and  18th  centuries.  After  World  War  II,  inflationary  tokens  were  issued  in 
various  denominations.  Several  mints  were  operated  by  local  rulers  in  the 
neighborhood  of  Aachen  from  the  13th  to  16th  centuries.  Among  these  were  the 
noblemen  of  Randerath,  Heinsberg,  Valkenburg  and  Bom,  Schonforst,  Fran- 
kenberg,  Heid  and  Bleid,  and  Schonau.

It 
is  determined  that  the  groat  sometimes  circulated  in  the  value  of  four  deniers, 
and  sometimes  of  five;  the  kreuzer  was  valued  at  1.3  Hungarian  deniers;  the 
Turkish  gold  piece  had  somewhat  less  value  than  the  Hungarian  gold  gulden; 
the  batzen  were  worth  5.3  deniers;  and  the  ort  was  equal  to  %  gulden.

The  history  of  the  striking  of  coins  in  Kaschau  is  described,  on  the  basis  of  the 
documentary  sources  and  the  marks  on  the  coins  assigned  to  that  mint.  The 
mint  was  moved  from  Schmollnitz  to  Kaschau  in  the  middle  of  the  14th  cen¬ 
tury.  Under  King  Sigismund  (1386-1437)  gold  gulden  were  also  struck  there. 
The  mint  functioned  continuously  until  the  great  coinage  reform  of  King 
Matthias  Corvinus  (1468).  It  became  active  again  before  1522.  The  coins  struck 
in  Kaschau  are  listed  in  four  tables,  and  the  significance  of  the  letters  on  the 
coins  clarified.  The  original  Latin  texts  of  15  documents  are  given.  (Author)

of  foreign  coinage  came  to  an  end,  since  the  export  of  cattle  ceased.  As  good 
silver  coin  was  needed  again,  King  B61a  IV  (1235-1270)  allowed  the  disused 
Roman  silver  mines  at  Domavia,  near  Siscia,  to  be  reopened  in  1254.  The 
ruler  (banus)  of  the  province  of  Slavonia,  Stefan  Guthkeled,  struck,  in  1255, 
banal  deniers  equivalent  to  the  Friesian  denier,  which  quickly  spread  and 
replaced  Friesian  pennies  in  Hungary.

Since  the 
site  was  archaeologically  sealed,  the  date  of  use  of  the  cut  piece  is  certain;

The  medal  was  probably  a  shilling  siege  piece  of  Newark, 
possibly  altered  since  the  siege  piece  design  includes  “C  R”  and  has  an  un¬ 
pierced  crown.  Why  Ascham  wore  the  medal  is  unknown.  Possibly  it  was  a 
Parliamentary  emblem,  although  no  definitive  evidence  links  him  with  the  siege 
of  Newark,  or  it  may  have  been  a  talisman.  {Janet  S .

PREFACE 


Numismatic  Literature  is  a  semiannual  survey  of  current  publications 
in  or  related  to  numismatics,  with  abstracts  of  their  contents.  Beginning 
with  NL  No.  79  (December  1967),  bibliographic  information  and  abstracts 
have  been  submitted  by  an  international  board  of  contributing  editors, 
each  of  whom  collects  material  published  in  his  country.  The  contents 
and  quality  of  NL  reflect  the  participation  of  this  editorial  board  and  of 
individual  scholars,  whose  cooperation  can  create  a  truly  comprehensive 
bibliographic  tool. 

The  revisions  in  format  introduced  in  NL  81  to  84  have  been  maintain¬ 
ed,  to  enable  each  reader  to  find  and  use  material  in  his  own  field  more 
easily,  while  benefitting  from  work  published  in  peripheral  fields.  Each 
issue  of  NL  is  now  paged  separately  rather  than  consecutively  within  a 
biennial  volume.  Abstracts  are  numbered  consecutively  within  each  issue, 
and  an  abstract  can  therefore  be  identified  by  the  issue  number  together 
with  the  abstract  number,  for  example,  85-1.  Most  entries  are  grouped 
under  broad  cultural,  geographical  or  typological  sections.  In  addition,  the 
section  Technology  and  Methodology  lists  works  in  which  recently  de¬ 
veloped  techniques  for  numismatic  study  are  described  or  significantly 
applied.  The  Greek  section  correlates  with  the  broad  definition  of  Head’s 
Historia  Numorum.  At  the  end  of  each  section  is  a  list  of  numbered  cross 
references  to  abstracts  with  related  material  in  other  sections. 

Author  and  subject  indexes  are  published  at  the  back  of  each  issue.  The 
author  index  does  not  include  references  to  the  reviews,  which  are  them¬ 
selves  alphabetically  arranged  by  author.  The  hoard  list  is  a  separate 
list  of  abstracts  in  which  reference  is  made  to  coin  hoards. 

Periodical  titles  are  abbreviated  whenever  possible.  The  list  of  periodical 
title  abbreviations  in  each  issue  is  cumulative,  including  not  only  periodicals 
abstracted  in  that  issue,  but  in  preceding  issues  as  well.  In  this  way,  the 
list  should  ultimately  become  a  record  of  the  many  periodical  publications, 
in  many  fields,  in  which  numismatic  material  appears,  and  a  convenient 
compilation  of  abbreviations  for  scholars. 

Although  NL  is  a  bibliography  of  current  publications,  an  effort  is  being 
made  to  include  notices  of  somewhat  older  publications  which  are  not 
readily  available,  or  are  published  in  languages  which  readers  are  not 
likely  to  know,  and  which  were  not  discovered  until  the  institution  of 
the  international  board  of  contributing  editors. 

Comments  and  suggestions  for  improvement  are  welcome,  and  may  be 
addressed  to  the  International  Editor  at  the  American  Numismatic  Society. 
The  Editor  thanks  all  those  who  have  contributed  to  NL,  and  hopes  that 
participation  will  continue  to  grow.

Entries  in  Numismatic  Literature  generally  consist  of  two  parts,  the  biblio¬ 
graphic  information  and  the  abstract. 

Bibliographic  Information 

All  entries  must  include  the  following  information: 

1.  The  full  name(s)  of  the  author(s) 

2.  The  title  of  the  publication  in  the  original  language,  but  in  the 
Roman  alphabet.  If  the  publication  is  not  written  in  English, 
French,  German  or  Italian,  the  original  title  should  be  followed  by 
a  translation  into  one  of  these  languages. 

If  the  publication  is  an  article  in  a  journal,  the  following  information 
must  also  be  given : 

3.  Volume  and/or  issue  number 

4.  Date  of  the  journal 

5.  Date  of  publication,  if  it  is  different  from  the  date  of  the  journal 

6.  Page  numbers  on  which  the  article  appears 

7.  Number  of  plates  or  other  illustrations,  maps,  diagrams,  etc. 

If  the  publication  is  an  article  in  a  book  of  collected  works,  such  as  a 
Festschrift  or  proceedings  of  a  congress,  the  following  information  must 
also  be  given : 

3.  Complete  title  of  the  collection 

4.  Place  of  publication  and  name  of  the  publisher 
4.  Date  of  publication 

6.  Page  numbers  on  which  the  article  appears 

7.  Number  of  plates  or  other  illustrations,  maps,  diagrams,  etc. 

If  the  publication  is  a  book,  the  following  information  must  also  be  given : 

3.  Edition  number  and  editor’s  name,  if  any 

4.  Place  of  publication  and  name  of  the  publisher 

5.  Date  of  publication 

6.  Total  number  of  pages 

7.  Number  of  plates  or  other  illustrations,  maps,  diagrams,  etc. 

If  the  content  of  the  publication  is  general  in  nature  and  does  not 
include  specific  information  or  arguments  which  should  be  brought  to 
the  reader's  attention,  and  the  title  is  fully  descriptive  of  the  contents,  the 
bibliographic  information  alone  may  be  given  and  the  abstract  omitted.

GUIDE  FOR  ABSTRACTORS 


The  Abstract 

Definition.  An  abstract  is  a  concise,  objective  summary  or  description 
of  the  content  of  a  publication.  It  is  different  from  a  review  in  that  an 
abstract  does  not  offer  critical  comment  or  additions  to  the  original  work. 
Length.  Abstracts  may  be  from  about  50  to  200  words  in  length,  de¬ 
pending  upon  the  importance  or  complexity  of  the  publication.  A  long 
abstract  may  be  desirable  when  the  original  publication  is  not  readily 
available,  or  is  written  in  a  language  most  readers  are  not  likely  to 
know. 

Style  and  Language.  Abstracts  should  be  written  in  complete  sentences. 
They  may  be  submitted  in  English,  French,  German  or  Italian,  but 
will  be  published  in  English.  All  abstracts  must  include  the  typewritten, 
full  name  of  the  abstractor.

The  metrology  of  the  main  groupings  of  varieties  is  established;  the  inter¬ 
pretation  proposed  by  C.  Morrisson  (Catalogue  des  monnaies  byzantines  de  la 
Bibliothlque  Nationale,  p.  721)  is  emended.  A  group  of  198  Class  A  folles  from 
southeastern  Turkey  is  published,  to  show  that  the  relative  frequency  with 
which  the  varieties  occur  is  quite  different  there.  It  is  argued  that  the  various 
aspects  of  the  evidence  together  support  the  view  that  there  were  several 
provincial  mints  at  work  and  that  a  large  block  of  coinage  should  be  attri¬ 
buted  to  central  Greece.

The  study  exceeds  in  accuracy  and  clarity  any  other  mediaeval  Muslim  source 
for  the  period,  including  al-Maqrizi.  The  discussion  of  the  dinar  adds  little  to 
our  knowledge.  A  list  of  exchange  rates  and  theoretical  weights  for  the  con¬ 
temporary  copper  coinage  accompanied  by  a  second  series  of  numbers  in  the 
author's  hand  in  the  margin  of  the  manuscript  (p.  132)  reflects  the  confusion 
in  contemporary  minds  as  to  what  was  the  theoretical  standard  for  the  copper 
issues.

this  tank,  identical  in  design  to  the  smaller  coppers  (kardez)  of  this  period, 
establishes  the  fact  that  the  striking  of  the  large  tanks  was  abandoned  in 
the  early  years  of  this  monarch's  reign.

Under  these  circumstances  Kremnitz  and  Nagyb&nya 
started  to  issue  silver  coins  without  the  king's  name  (see  L.  R6thy,  Corpus 
Nummorum  Hungariae  Vol.  2  p.  20  Nos.  137-138)  whose  obverse  show's  en¬ 
larged  initials  of  Count  Konrad  Rudel  of  Kremnitz,  who  was  arrested  in  the

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PREFACE 


Numismatic  Literature  is  a  semiannual  survey  of  current  publications 
in  or  related  to  numismatics,  with  abstracts  of  their  contents.  Beginning 
with  NL  No.  79  (December  1967),  bibliographic  information  and  abstracts 
have  been  submitted  by  an  international  board  of  contributing  editors, 
each  of  whom  collects  material  published  in  his  country.  The  contents 
and  quality  of  NL  reflect  the  participation  of  this  editorial  board  and  of 
individual  scholars,  whose  cooperation  can  create  a  truly  comprehensive 
bibliographic  tool. 

The  revisions  in  format  introduced  in  NL  81  to  85  have  been  maintain¬ 
ed,  to  enable  each  reader  to  find  and  use  material  in  his  own  field  more 
easily,  while  benefitting  from  work  published  in  peripheral  fields.  Each 
issue  of  NL  is  now  paged  separately  rather  than  consecutively  within  a 
biennial  volume.  Abstracts  are  numbered  consecutively  within  each  issue, 
and  an  abstract  can  therefore  be  identified  by  the  issue  number  together 
with  the  abstract  number,  for  example,  86-1.  Most  entries  are  grouped 
under  broad  cultural,  geographical  or  typological  sections.  In  addition,  the 
section  Technology  and  Methodology  lists  works  in  which  recently  de¬ 
veloped  techniques  for  numismatic  study  are  described  or  significantly 
applied.  The  Greek  section  correlates  with  the  broad  definition  of  Head’s 
Historia  Numorum.  At  the  end  of  each  section  is  a  list  of  numbered  cross 
references  to  abstracts  with  related  material  in  other  sections. 

Author  and  subject  indexes  are  published  at  the  back  of  each  issue.  The 
author  index  does  not  include  references  to  the  reviews,  which  are  them¬ 
selves  alphabetically  arranged  by  author.  The  hoard  list  is  a  separate 
list  of  abstracts  in  which  reference  is  made  to  coin  hoards. 

Periodical  titles  are  abbreviated  whenever  possible.  The  list  of  periodical 
title  abbreviations  in  each  issue  is  cumulative,  including  not  only  periodicals 
abstracted  in  that  issue,  but  in  preceding  issues  as  well.  In  this  way,  the 
list  should  ultimately  become  a  record  of  the  many  periodical  publications, 
in  many  fields,  in  which  numismatic  material  appears,  and  a  convenient 
compilation  of  abbreviations  for  scholars. 

Although  NL  is  a  bibliography  of  current  publications,  an  effort  is  being 
made  to  include  notices  of  somewhat  older  publications  which  are  not 
readily  available,  or  are  published  in  languages  which  readers  are  not 
likely  to  know,  and  which  were  not  discovered  until  the  institution  of 
the  international  board  of  contributing  editors. 

Comments  and  suggestions  for  improvement  are  welcome,  and  may  be 
addressed  to  the  International  Editor  at  the  American  Numismatic  Society. 
The  Editor  thanks  all  those  who  have  contributed  to  NL,  and  hopes  that 
participation  will  continue  to  grow.

Entries  in  Numismatic  Literature  generally  consist  of  two  parts,  the  biblio¬ 
graphic  information  and  the  abstract. 

Bibliographic  Information 

All  entries  must  include  the  following  information: 

1.  The  full  name(s)  of  the  author(s) 

2.  The  title  of  the  publication  in  the  original  language,  but  in  the 
Roman  alphabet.  If  the  publication  is  not  written  in  English, 
French,  German  or  Italian,  the  original  title  should  be  followed  by 
a  translation  into  one  of  these  languages. 

If  the  -publication  is  an  article  in  a  journal,  the  following  information 
must  also  be  given: 

3.  Volume  and/or  issue  number 

4.  Date  of  the  journal 

5.  Date  of  publication,  if  it  is  different  from  the  date  of  the  journal 

6.  Page  numbers  on  which  the  article  appears 

7.  Number  of  plates  or  other  illustrations,  maps,  diagrams,  etc. 

If  the  publication  is  an  article  in  a  book  of  collected  works,  such  as  a 
Festschrift  or  proceedings  of  a  congress,  the  following  information  must 
also  be  given : 

3.  Complete  title  of  the  collection 

4.  Place  of  publication  and  name  of  the  publisher 
4.  Date  of  publication 

6.  Page  numbers  on  which  the  article  appears 

7.  Number  of  plates  or  other  illustrations,  maps,  diagrams,  etc. 

If  the  publication  is  a  book,  the  following  information  must  also  be  given: 

3.  Edition  number  and  editor’s  name,  if  any 

4.  Place  of  publication  and  name  of  the  publisher 

5.  Date  of  publication 

6.  Total  number  of  pages 

7.  Number  of  plates  or  other  illustrations,  maps,  diagrams,  etc. 

If  the  content  of  the  publication  is  general  in  nature  and  does  not 
include  specific  information  or  arguments  which  should  be  brought  to 
the  reader’s  attention,  and  the  title  is  fully  descriptive  of  the  contents,  the 
bibliographic  information  alone  may  be  given  and  the  abstract  omitted. 
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GUIDE  FOR  ABSTRACTORS 


The  Abstract 

Definition.  An  abstract  is  a  concise,  objective  summary  or  description 
of  the  content  of  a  publication.  It  is  different  from  a  review  in  that  an 
abstract  does  not  offer  critical  comment  or  additions  to  the  original  work. 
Length.  Abstracts  may  be  from  about  50  to  200  words  in  length,  de¬ 
pending  upon  the  importance  or  complexity  of  the  publication.  A  long 
abstract  may  be  desirable  when  the  original  publication  is  not  readily 
available,  or  is  written  in  a  language  most  readers  are  not  likely  to 
know. 

Style  and  Language.  Abstracts  should  be  written  in  complete  sentences. 
They  may  be  submitted  in  English,  French,  German  or  Italian,  but 
will  be  published  in  English.  All  abstracts  must  include  the  typewritten, 
full  name  of  the  abstractor.

[  Sri-Pratapah].  The  obverse  shows  the  boy  Kumaragupta  revering  male  and 
female  figures  on  either  side.  The  male  figure  presents  the  Garuda  standard 
and  shield  to  the  boy  ;  the  female  figure  also  offers  him  something.  These  male 
and  female  figures  are  divine  personages  in  disguise,  giving  the  boy  objects  to 
help  him  overpower  his  enemies  and  make  himself  invincible.  The  obverse 
legend  tends  to  support  this  interpretation  since  it  reads  [Prapta  Patako]  (who 
has  received  his  banner)  [Nukampadipah]  (stimulated  by  the  sympathy  of  the 
two  friends).

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403  SOHONI,  NIRMALA.  Some  Notes  on  Maratha  Coinage.  INC  Vol.  4

Two  types  of  Maratha  seals  were  used  for  stamping  documents,  one  was  called 
sikka  and  indicated  the  identity  of  its  owner,  the  other  was  called  moratab 
and  was  affixed  at  the  end  of  the  document  to  show  where  the  text  finished. 
During  the  Maratha  period  women  took  active  interest  in  administration  but 
were  entitled  to  use  only  moratabs  which  included  the  owner’s  name.  The  one 
sikka  belonging  to  a  lady  which  has  been  found  perhaps  belonged  to  the  queen 
mother  Jijabai.  Generally  only  one  sikka  was  used  by  a  particular  person  dur¬ 
ing  his  life  but  the  one  exception  is  the  three  known  seals  of  Rajaram.

Coins  of  the  suzerain  and  the  vassal  of  identi¬ 
cal  value  were  issued  simultaneously  until  the  closing  of  the  Vishalgarh  mint 
in  1832.  Then  the  coins  of  Kolhapur  Darbar  were  accepted  as  legal  tender  for 
the  feudatory’s  territory  until  1866,  when  the  feudatory  repudiated  their  legal¬ 
ity.

A  coin  of  Pratapaditya  of  Kashmir  found  at  Bhelawar  is  described;  it  might 
have  been  brought  there  when  Pratapaditya’s  army  marched  through  Magadha 
on  its  way  to  Bengal.  (P.  £.  Gupta) 

421  SOHONI,  S.  V.  Outstretched  Right  Hand  of  Laksmi.  INC  Vol.  5 
Pt.  1  (1966)  pp.  3-4. 

On  some  Oupta  gold  coins  Laksmi  is  shown  seated  on  a  lotus  with  right  arm 
outstretched  and  the  lingers  opened  out.  The  intention  of  the  mint  master  was 
to  show  Laksmi  releasing  lotus  seed  into  the  water  below  her.  (P.  L.  Gupta) 

422  SOHONI,  S.  V.  Representation  of  Lotus  on  Gupta  Coinage.  INC 
Vol.  1  (1960)  pp.  33-38,  2  pis. 

The  symbolism  of  the  lotus  on  Gupta  coins  is  discussed  in  the  light  of  the 
botanical  form  of  the  Indian  lotus  plant.
